Washington, April 29.—A compromise 
amendment to the metal schedule of 
the tariff law, making a sharp reduc- 
tion from the present duties and vary- 
ing changes from the democratic house 
measure, was introduced today by Sen- 
ator Cummins, of lowa. Democratic 
leaders and some of the progressive re- 
publican senators say they may find 
common ground on the basis of this bil] 
to force revision in the senate. The 
democrats first will seek to put the 
house bill through intact. 

The Cummins amendment -would 
Substitute specific gor ad valorem du- 
ties as far as possible, and in some 
instances make greater reductions.

HUSBAND SLAYS 
HANDSOME. WIFE 


And Then Kills Self by Shoot- 
ing and Hanging, 


Musician De Brahms Had 
Prepared to Dismember 
Wife’s Body and Ship It 
‘Away, but Feared Discov- 
ery and Killed Himself.

New York, April 29.—Albert de 
Brahms, a restaurant orchestra leader, 
after:killing his wife in jealous anger 
more than two days ago, and appar- 
ently making every preparation to dis- 
member the body and ship it away in 
a trunk, committed suicide today in 
his apartments on West Thirty-fifth 
street. 

“I don’t want to die in the electric 
chair, so I take my own life,” he wrote 
in one of three farewell notes, con- 
fessing his crime. 

The body of his wife, a handsome 
woman of 30, was found in a bath 
tub in the apartments, packed in saw- 
dust and plaster of paris, a bullet 
hole through the temple and knife 
wounds in the throat and other parts 
of the body. 

His Body. Still Warm. 

De Brantms’ body was found. still 
warm, hanging In a closet with a cord 
around the neck and a bullet in the 
head. 

The double tragedy was discovered 
when a large trunk, which the musi- 
cian ordered on Saturday, and in which 
the police believe He intended to ship 
away his wife’s body, was delivered at 
the door. In response to the teamster's 
knocks, two notes, written in French, 
were shoved under the door, one ad- 
dresge@e-tespthe elevator boy and an- 
othe. 5 Brahms’ mother, in both 
of = nn the-musicilan confessed that 
he had killed his wife, and announced 
his intention to pay the penalty by 
taking his own life. Before the notes 
could be translated, De Brahms went 
into the closet, slipped his neck 
through a rope hanging to a clothes 
hook and shot himself. 

The police found in the apartments 
a third note of De Brahms, explaining 
his crime and addressed “to the law 
and whom it may concern.” 

Wife Made Him Miserabic. 


It read: 

“I was too miserable since I was 
married. My wife made me the most 
miserable man on earth. She came 
home last Friday, after being out all 
day, and had a terrible black eye. Sne 


. had had a fight somewhere, so I killed 


her then, because she wanted to kill 
me. I strangled her and will die in 

turn. Take care of my angel 
mother. She is the grandest mother on 
earth. My wife insulted her, and this 
is the reason I killed her. 

“JT don’t want to die in the elec- 
tric chair, so I take my own life.

Colonel Renews Assault on 
- Man He Made President 


Roosevelt Says He Is Fighting 
Crooks, and That Taft Has 
No Support Except That of 
Crooked Bosses and Sinister 
Special Interests. 


Pittsfield, Mass., April 29.—‘If you 
vote for Mr.’ Taft, you vote for these 
men,” said Cdlonel Roosevelt here to- 
night, after réferring to Senators Lori- 
mer, Penrose, Gallinger and Guggen- 
heim. He said the president had prac- 
tically nothing in his campaign back 
of him outside of two or three states, 
except the support he received from 
these men “and their like, and from 
the great. sinister special interests 
which stand behind these bosses.” 

Colonel Roosevelt devoted a large 
part of his speech to a reply to the 
things President Taft had been saying 
during the day at the other end of the 
state. At intervals he received tele- 
graphic reports of the president's 
speeches, and in the latter part of the 
day he entered upon a long-distance 
debate by retorting to Mr. Taft's state- 
ments. 

Colonel Roosevelt said the president 
had asserted,that the colonel was stir- 
ring up class hatred.

“The talk that I am stirring up class 
hatred is arrant nonsense,” he de- 
clared. 

Taft Policy Called Flabby. 

In this same connection he said: 


“If Mr. Taft's policy of flabby inde- 
cision and of helpless acquiescence In 
the wrong-doing of the crooked boss 
and crooked financier is permitted to 
continue, there will really grow up 
class hatred in this country. There 
will grow up a very uncomfortable 
and very ugly feeling of discontent 
with political, social and industrial 
conditions.”

AS THtY PRAYED 


Serious Riot Breaks Qut in 
lion City 


Employees of Independent Con- 
cerns Attack Zion City Peo- 
ple at a Prayer Meeting. 
Men and Women Are Beaten 
With Clubs. 


Zion City, lL, April 29.—Rioting, 
which may result seriously, started 
here late this evening, when employees 
of tndependent manufacturing concerns 
attacked a group of 200 Zion men and 
women at a prayer meeting. Both men 
and women were beaten with clubs and 
blackiacks, and a number were serious- 
ly injured. * 

The fight came as the climax of a 
week of trouble between employees of 
the independent concerns which recent- 
ly have begun operations here and the 
church people, formerly followers of 
John Alexander Dowle, 

As a protest against the use of to- 
bacco by the employees of the manu- 
facturing companies, followers of Wil- 
bur Glenn Voliva, successor to Dowie’s 
authority, have been holding prayer 
meetings in front of one of the plants 
twice each day. 

Zionists Were Driven 

Elder ~.. M. Royal had just called the 
second meeting today, when several 
score men rushed out of the plant, tore 
down or leaped over bDbarrierg which 
had been erected around the prayer 
platform, and drove the Zionists from 
that part of town. 

Immediately after the fight at the 
prayer meeting tonight, Voliva ordered 
the large alarm bell rung, and more 
than 1,000 men, membDers of the church, 
gathered at the auditorium to discuss 
plans for resisting further attacks by 
employees of independeht companies, 
who filled the streets tonight, and 
threatened to ‘clean out the town.” 
A second clash between the church 
people and the independents was pre- 
dicted at the auditorium meeting, 
where Voliva urged his followers to 
protect their women and children from 
the “tobacco smoking curs,” as he stig- 
matized the independents. 

Many Women Trampled. 

Elder Royal and Joseph Bishop were 
the most seriously injured in the pray- 
er meeting fight. Both were badly 
beaten, and it is believed Bishop's 
skull. was fractured. 

More than a third of the 150 Zion wo- 
men inattendance at the meeting were 
beaten, bruised or trampled on during 
the rush of the employees of the in- 
dependents. Although Elder Royal and 
a number of his men resisted as well 
as they could, they were outnumbered 
and finally were swept from the large 
platform where the meeting was be- 
ing held. , 

At the close 6f fhe meeting tonight 
Overseer Voliva ordered his followers 
to reassemble at 6:30 o’clock tomorrow 
morning toresume servicesinthe front 
yard of a factory, whose employees of- 
fend by using tobacco. 

“T would rather lose a hundred men 
than be defeated in this fight,’ said 
Voliva. “It is a battle to the finish, 
and I am determined to win.” 

The declarations of Voliva that: he 
would resume his meeting caused.a new 
body of special deputies to be sworn in.

Deputy Milukoff Styles the 
Members of the Russian 
Cabinet. 


St. Petersburg, April 29.—‘‘There be- 
fore you sit the murderers of our 
children!” exclaimed Paul N. Milukoff, 
leader of .the constitutional democrats 
in a speech in the duma today dealing 
with the large number of _ suicides 
among school children. He emphasized 
the accusation by pointing to the min- 
isterial benches on which the minister 
of public instruction and _ the chief 
undersecretary were seated. 

Professor Milukoff was suspended 
for five sittings for his remark. He 
repeated the accusation and his term 
of suspension was doubled. 


The suicides in Russia each year far 
outnumber those in any other country 
and St. Petersburg holds the unenvie 
able record for self-destruction. There 
are suicide clubs and organizations 
such as the “Friends of Death,” which 
have as their object self-destruction 

“sport.” , 
ora amano of children who make 
away with themselves is amazing. In 
1906 pupils of the Russian hich schools 
to the number of 114 succeeded in 
taking their lives. A hundred others 
made the attempt without success. 

In 1909 there were 1,432 suicides in 
St. Petersburg alone. Of this number 
135 were children between the ages of 
11 and 17. The two following years 
showed no decrease in the suicide wave 
and self-destruction has been carried 
out in an increasing degree during the

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OUR DEATH RATE AND THE TITANIC’S. 


The world is talking about the 1,600 lives snuffed out in the 
Titanic disaster—lives that could have been saved by proper meas- 
ures. 

Only a few weeks ago City Bacteriologist Claude Smith testi- 
fied that, approximately, 1,000 Atlantans yearly died from preventa- 
ble disease. At the time The Constitution characterized this con-

Tuberculosis, typhoid and other diseases of a contagious or in- 
fectious nature can be brought to the vanishing point by scientific 


Education of the consumptive and the. general public in the 
dangers of transmission, and segregation of the former, can be made 
to work wonders. 

With regard to typhoid, rigid suppression of the house-fly will 
do almost as much toward cutting the death rate as the elimination 
of the yellow fever mosquito in New Orleans. 

The 10,000 earth-closets in this city, that persist despite the 
rigorous campaign against them, comprise another fertile source of 
menace. As Chairman C. J. Haden, of the chamber of commerce 
committee on sanitation, recently pointed out, the death rate in 
Atlanta was, significantly, the heaviest in the neighborhood of these 
unspeakable nuisances. | 

The shock of nearly two thousand people going to death at one 
time through negligence electrifies energies toward future pre- 
ventive measures. 

A thousand preventable deaths distributed throughout the vear 
in Atlanta are allowed to be recorded with only a casual protest. 

The inconsistency will have to be remedied before we record 
appreciable headway in the scientific prolongation of life and the 
insuring of efficiency. 
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CLEVELAND AND THE TYPHOID-FLY. 


The Ohio city of Cleveland has .discovered a unique way to 
minimize the typhoid-fly. For the next two weeks there is a stand- 
ing reward of one cent for each dozen dead flies delivered at the 
city hall. The campaign started the other day. And from one end 
of the city to the other salvos of resounding slaps indicate that 
school children are putting a period to the existence of armies of 
the pest. It is estimated that the plan will eliminate 90 per cent 
of the flies. . 

The idea might, with profit, be taken up by other cities. A varia- 
tion of it is already in force in several Georgia towns, which offer 
prizes to the boys bringing in, within a stated interval, the largest 
number of old cans and other emblems of unsightliness and lack 
of sanitation. If the Cleveland method were applied: universally 
every American city would start the summer with a long handicap 
over the diseases transmitted by the musca domestica. A slight 
expense would be involved. But money thus spent would be negli- 
gible in contrast with sums saved in bills to the doctor and the 
undertaker. 

In Atlanta, a standing reward for deceased flies would work 
wonders. It should be remembered, however, that we will make 
no permanent progress toward ideal sanitation until the 10,000 death-

The bill provides that injunctions in 
labor disputes shall only be issued gft- 
er the defendants have had opportunity 
to answer the complaint against them. 
[t also provides that courts shall issue 
restraining orders for but seven days, 
and these only where the complainant 
shows that he will be done irreparable 
injury if the order is not issued. 

Blanket injunctions are specifically 
provided against and the right of 
workingmen to peaceful assembly is 
reiterated. The right of boycott and 
the right to refuse to patronize is es- 
tablished in one section og the bill. 

A minority report prohably will 
submitted by republican members of 
the committee, Seven republicans of 
the house committee on judiciary have 
filed a minority report to the Clayton 
contempt bill reported last week, de- 
nouncing it as a measure calculated to 
meet political exigencies of the day, 
and one that would destroy the func- 
tion of the courts. The bill is described 
as unconstitutional. The minority of 
the committee offers a substitute for 
the relief asked by the labor repre-
